B E R K E L E Y (UPI) - 
U.S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations Arthur J. 
Goldberg said today the 
war in Viet Nam, although 
a tragedy, could lead to a 
future where men no longer fear 
"the obsessive risk of annihila­ 
tion." 


"If the fears and agonies of 
the war in Viet Nam can lead 
us another step toward collecti­ 
vising the international police 
responsibility and closer to a 
wider realism about the impos­ 
sibility of all wars, even its 
tragedy 
may be redeemed," 
Goldberg said. 
"It can be the prelude if not 
to a golden age, at least to a 
world freed of the obsessive 
risk of annihilation." 
Goldberg gave the principal 
address at Charter Day cere­ 
monies on the University of 
California's Berkeley campus. 
He was one of six persons pre­ 
sented with an honorary degree. 
In a speech prepared for de­ 
livery at this center of vocal 
opposition to U.S. Policy in Viet 
Nam. Goldberg commended op­ 
position to the war as part of a 
"continuous a n d constructive 
dialogue." 


FREE SPEECH 
But he said citizens opposing 
current policies “have the ele­ 
mentary obligation to respect 
the right of free speech by and 
for all, not excluding govern­ 
ment spokesmen." 
Goldberg said the chief aim of 
U.S. 
military 
action 
in 
the 
Southeast Asian nation was to 
establish 
the 
principle 
that 
guerrilla warfare "fanned and 
fed from outside, is as imper­ 
missible a means for settling 
international disputes as any 
other form of violence." 
Once that is accomlpished. he 
I said, the United States seeks 
only “to grant the people of 
South Viet Nam the time, the 
security and he opportunity to 
express their own preferences 
as free as is humanly possible 
from coercion of any form." 


U N. NOT READY 
He said United Nations par­ 
ticipation to win and keep peace 
in Viet Nam would be wel­ 
comed by the United States. 
"But it would be unrealistic 
not to recognize that the mem­ 
bership of the United Nations is 
not yet prepared to accept" 
such a responsibility. 
Until that time, "only a few 
members of the international 
community are willing to join 
in the onerous and costly task 
of again demonstrating 
with 
arms that the use of force is 
not a tolerable method to set 
tie international grievances "

De Gaulle Not Satisfied 


With LBJ's NATO Position 


PARIS

serve notice on the United

government sources said today. 
They predicted this would be 
the French leader’s reply to 
President Johnson’s letter on 
NATO which De Gaulle was 
said to consider “negative" and 
an evasion of the call for

been completely unmoved by 
Johnson's declaration that the 
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door remained open to France 
to return at any time to NATO.

Tax Consultant Claims Wolden 
Got Money Through Middleman 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)-The 
prosecution’s star witness in the 
bribery trial of San Francisco 
assessor Russell Wolden says he 
transmitted money to the asses­ 
sor indirectly, through aides. 
The witness, tax consultant 
James C. Tooke of Castro Val­ 
ley, also testified yesterday that 
he once paid $700 cash directly 
to Wolden—but that was to hire 
a poll taker. 
The testimony of the $700 pay­ 
ment was the first time Tooke 
said he handed Wolden money 
directly. Tooke has testified he 
paid out nearly $70,000 to Wol­ 
den’s office between 1960 and 
1964 in return for tax breaks 
given his clients. 
Tooke. who has been on the 
stand four days in the 23-day- 
long Wolden trial in San Fran­ 
cisco Superior Court, testified 
that in cases besides the $700 
payment, he paid money dest­ 
ined for Wolden through three 
persons. 
These he identified as Orville 
Wright, former San Francisco 
deputy city attorney; Ralph Yeo, 
retired chief legal aide in the 
San Francisco office of the old 
Internal Revenue Bureau, and 
Max Newstat, former longtime 
Wolden aide in the assessor’s of­ 
fice. 
Tooke 
said that payments 


destined for Wolden were hand­ 
ed to Newstat, w h o testified 
weeks ago that Wolden person­ 
ally directed assessment reduc­ 
tions for 40 firms amounting to 
more than $32 million. 
“Reference fees," Tooke said, 
were paid to Wright and Yeo at 
Wolden’s direction. The fees, 
which Tooke described on the 
stand as legitimate a n d not 
bribes, came when Wolden re­ 
ferred clients outside of San 
Francisco to him, Tooke testi­ 
fied. 
These clients were firms be­ 
yond 
Wolden’s 
jurisdiction, 
Tooke said. He explained that 
the clients were referred to him 
as a consultant who might help 
businesses obtain tax assess - 
ment reductions. 
Tooke gave no examples in his 
latest testimony of the size of 
referral fees. The previous day 
he testified he paid Wright a $4,- 
704 fee in 1961. 
The $700 payment for the poll 
taker. Tooke explained, was so

Under cross examination by 
Wolden’s attorney, Tooke testi­ 
fied that when he paid money 
to Newstat the property assess­ 
ments of his firms were reduced 
below the normal level in San 
Francisco. But this level was 
still well within the normal level 
set by other counties, he added. 
Tooke said the last time he 
contacted Wolden himself was 
by telephone several months ago 
when Tooke learned his tax con­ 
sultant files had been stolen 
from his office. 
The files later turned up in 
the hands of authorities and 
charges swiftly followed. Tooke 
said when he talked to Wolden 
that last time, the assessor ad­ 
vised him to locate an attorney 
and not contact him again.

A preliminary fiscal 1967 budg­ 
et of $2,535,630 will be discussed 
by Mill Valley School District 
trustees at an 8 p.m. meeting 
Monday.

Tiburón City Books Audit Issue 
Warms Up Campaigns For Council 


A 
long-delayed 
audit 
of 
Tiburon’s books for the first 
year of its operation as a city 
promises to be a hot issue in 
the campaign for the April 12 
city council election. 
Incumbents Fred C. Hannahs 
and Jacqueline A. Parnell and 
aspirant Alfred J. Azevedo, run­ 
ning as a team in an attempt 
to unseat Councilman Anne L. 
Ellinwood in her re-election bid, 
brought up the audit during a 
Radio KTIM “Marin Sounding 
Board” yesterday. More on it is 
sure to be heard as the cam­ 
paign progresses. 
The audit was prepared by 
Dalton, Grauper and Barber, 
San Rafael accounting firm, 
over the objections of Tiburon 
City Mgr. Lawrence A. Rose, 
who said George Bitter, who 
keeps the city's books, had done 
his own audit. 
It covers the fiscal year’s op­ 
erations which ended June 30 
of last year. But it was not or­ 
dered until Nov. 22 (by 4-1 vote 
of the city council, with John 
S. Hoff mire dissenting) and not 
delivered until this week. 
Its figures vary considerably 
from those given by Rom tn 
his financial report covering the 
same period. 
The city is not short any 


money. In fact, the audit shows 
$2,692 more on hand at the end 
of the fiscal year than Rose’s 
figures. Largely because of dif­ 
ference in method of crediting 
gasoline tax funds, it shows a 
y e a r - e n d balance of $9.574, 
whereas Rose s h o w e d only 
$6.882. 
In some accounts, however, 
the audit shows greater expen­ 
ditures than Rose had reported. 
The difference stems from 
different accounting methods. 
Rose’s figures were based on 
“cash flow” accounting as done 
on the city’s books by Bitter. 
Dalton, Graupner and Barber 
used the “accrual” method, by 
which an expenditure is charged 
as soon as authorized, not wait­ 
ing until the money is paid out. 
The resuit, says Rose, is mis­ 
leading. 
Rose Claims the city's building 
permits and business license 
fees were not audited. These 
are areas where “anyone who 
is not checked could just sell 
a license or a permit and pocket 
the fee,” he asserted. 
He claimed the auditors “did 
a bad job” on the Tiburon 
books. 
Robert Soderblom of the audit­ 
ing firm was equally harsh on 
the Rose-Bitter bookkeeping. He 


said Rose’s financial statement, 
published following the end of 
the fiscal year, could not be 
recognized as “any kind of fi­ 
nancial picture of the city.” He 
described it as “simply a list 
of cash receipts and disburse­ 
ments—nothing else.” 
As to the business licenses 
and building permit fees, he 
snuffed, “Of course we checked 
them.” 
The lateness of the audit has 
been criticized also by Hannahs, 
Azevedo and Mrs. Parnell. 
Rose insists that a city is not 
required to have an annual 
audit. 
Adding its bit to the dispute is 
the fact that Dalton. Graupner 
and Barber were hired to set 
up the accounting system for 
Tiburon when it was incorporat­ 
ed. The system they set up was 
abandoned by Bitter, who put in 
his own system when hired to 
do the city’s bookkeeping. 
Next round in the dispute may 
be at the city council meeting 
at 8 p.m. Monday in the Del 
Mar School multi-purpose room.

Close to 200 persons packed 
the Sausalito Women’s Club last 
night to hear, applaud for and 
occasionally guffaw at the views 
of six candidates for two seats 
on the Sausalito City Council in 
the April 12 election. 
Limited by a strict set of 
ground rules and a timekeeper 
with a bell, the candidates ac­ 
complished the rem arkable feat 
of completing their presenta­ 
tions—including answering ques­ 
tions from the floor—in an hour 
and 40 minutes. 
Appearing were Mayor Jan 
Paul Dyk, Councilman Earl F. 
Dunphy and candidates Mrs. 
M arsha Owen (Sally Stanford), 
Matthew J. Perry, S. Robert 
Politzer and Serge Trubach. 
The club had sent the candi­ 
dates four questions on city 
problems and asked them to 
confine 
their 
eight - m i n u t e 
speeches 
to 
answering 
these 
questions. For the most part, 
the candidates did so. 
These were the questions, and 
some of the replies: 


Question I: How would you 
propose to strengthen the poli­ 
cies of the police department 
to achieve more comprehen­ 
sive and greater public pro­ 
tection? 


Dunphy: The city's new police 
chief should be “ a man who is 
interested in Sausalito,” 
who 
will attend community functions, 
wear a uniform, and not con­ 
sider his work confined to a 
40-hour week. He favors foot 
patrols 
downtown 
but 
would 


maintain patrols by car in resi­ 
dential neighborhoods. The pres­ 
ent force of 21 men is adequate. 
Dyk: A start has been made 
on setting up weekend evening 
foot patrols, but citizens must 
realize an excess of these would 
drain 
men 
from 
“ preventive 
patrolling” in residential areas. 
Mrs. Owen: “ Looking at the 
budget for 1963 and 1964, I see 
that over 13,000 parking tickets 
were given. 
These were not 
given to criminals but to ordi­ 
nary citizens. That took one and 
a half officers eight hours a day 
for one year. And I see that 
felonies were up 40 per cent in 
that same year.” 
The audience r o a r e d when 
Mrs. Owen said she did not 
blame Police Chief Kenneth H. 
Huck for resigning. 
“ One more year in Sausalito 
and he wouldn’t have been able 
to get a job in a pickle fac­ 
tory.” 
She also accused City Mgr. 
Charles A. Brown of trying to 
be fire chief, police chief and 
head of every other department 
simultaneously. “ You s h o u l d 
keep him out of the police de­ 
partm ent — or fire him.” she 
said. 
Perry: “ All you have to do 
is get a working chief of police 
who will get a uniform, go down 
in the business district, do a 
little work, help his boys direct 
traffic when he has to. and work 
on Saturdays and Sundays." 
Politzer: The new chief's con­ 
tract should bind him to stay­ 
ing in the job for a stated pe­ 
riod. with a penalty if he leaves 
before then, “ to avoid hiring 


another temporary chief.” 
(Huck. whose last day was 
today, started in the job March 
1, 1964). 


“ Unique problems” of Sausa- 
lito’s hills and footpaths call for 
new solutions, such as “ stag­ 
gered spot patrols.” on foot as 
well as by car in residential 
areas. 
Trubach: 
Patrolman 
should 
spend four hours on foot, then 
switch to cars for an equal pe­ 
riod. 


Question 2: Are you satis­ 
fied with the present chain of 
command in our city govern­ 
ment? What revisions would 
you suggest? 


Dunphy: No. The council needs 
better communication with de­ 
partm ent heads, and is study­ 
ing a committee system to get 
this without having to wait for 
the city m anager’s reports. 
Dyk: “ In general, I am satis­ 
fied with the system ” and “ sug­ 
gest no revision of the (city 
m anager) 
ordinance at t h i s 
tim e,” although “ at times there 
could be greater rapport and 
understanding.” 
Mrs. Owen, only speaker who 
failed to follow the evening's 
ground rules closely, here made 
a running attack on Brown, in­ 
cluding a charge that he has 
done less than he should in pro­ 
tecting the city’s interests when 
dealing with Marin Municipal 
Water District. 
Perry, 
longtime 
fire 
chief, 
said Brown “ is a very good 
friend of mine—but he was hell 
on those memorandums.” 


Politzer: The council “ lacks 
d ire c tio n a n d imagination,” 
thus fails to inspire the adminis­ 
trative staff to have these quali­ 
ties.” 
Trubach: 
Councilmen “ a r e 
nice people but we don’t have 
much talent on the council.” As 
“commander-in-chief,” the may­ 
or “ should get up at 3 a.m. 
once in a while and go out and 
see what's going on.” 


Question 3: What is the or­ 
der of importance of capital 
expenditures such as library, 
sea wall, water mains? How 
should they be financed? 


Dunphy: The city will have 
$62,052 toward the new library 
by June 30, and if people want 
it built sooner. “ I would sug­ 
gest a bond issue.” 
The seawall is “ reaching the 
point where patching is no long­ 
er practical.” 
Dyk: It is hard to set up “ a 
table of priority” but library 
and sea wall are important, and 
the fire chief should submit “ a 
strong re c o m m e n d a tio n ” at 
budget time on what new water 
mains are needed. 
Mrs. Owen: Instead of putting 
in a parking lane on Bridgeway, 
there should be “ parking cir­ 
cles" extending into the bay 
at intervals where people could 
“ sit and fish” as well as park 
cars. “ I don’t think they’d have 
to spend all that money to do 
it " 
P erry: 
Four i n c h w a t e r 
mains, 
laid years ago. 
have 
shrunk 
to two inches inside- 
diameter as corrosion built up, 
thus are inadequate 
A house 


fire in the wrong direction, on 
a windy day, could spread rap­ 
idly and inadequate mains might 
burst if pumpers tried to get 
much pressure from them. 
Politzer: Dangers of the sea­ 
wall falling have been exag­ 
gerated The library—“55 years 
overdue”—should be given first 
priority. 
Trubach: Widening Bridgeway 
is 
“a 
horror. 
You’ll get 90 
matching funds and 100 per cent 
chaos.” 


To handle the weekend influx 
of autos, there should be 32- 
story parking buildings down­ 
town with stores and restau­ 
rants. 


Question 4: What do you 
feel Is the most important 
problem facing Sausalito to­ 
day and how would you pro­ 
pose to handle it? 


Dunphy: “ Marincello.” 
j 
Dyk: “ Maintaining our iden­ 
tity as a residential community 
of great beauty.” 
Politzer: Weekend traffic. To 
this, he said, “ widening Bridge­ 
way is no answer. The city 
should 
instead 
build 
parking 
lots, designating some for resi­ 
dents and outlying ones for non­ 
residents. then should route the 
latter group around the town to 
get there. 
To Dunphy, Mrs. Owen replied 
that the city had no business 
suing the county over Marin­ 
cello. 


“ If you don’t like what they 
are doing there, you should buy 
it and pay taxes on it, or keep 
vour mouth shut!”

Until this 
is put in throughout all levels, 
he noted, it creates a barrier for 
those who attend elementary 
schools in Laotian, then cannot 
go on to French-speaking sec­ 
ondary and college classes.

‘‘My last class of the day is 
P.E. (physical education),” ex­ 
plains the young linkster. “My 
P. E. class is golf, so I report 
directly to the course for my 
class.” 
Ray’s father, Al, retired as a 
master sergeant from the Air 
Force when Ray was nine, and 
promptly took over the restaur­ 
ant and bar at the Indian Valley 
clubhouse, in addition to be­ 
coming a part-owner. 
So at 
nine, Ray found himself with a 
golf club in his hands and quick­ 
ly found that wonderful things 
could eb done with that tool. 


“I took quite an interest in 
golf, and 1 guess it just came 
natural,” said the young golf 
sensation. When he was 13, be­ 
fore he ever took a professional 
lesson, he toured Indian Valley’s 
18 holes in four-under-par 68. 
He took his first formal lesson 
shortly after that feat. 


Last year, at 14, he tied the 
course record with a sizzling 
64, eight under par. Indian Val­ 
ley now is a par-71 course after 
a change with one of the holes, 
but at the time of Ray's 64 it 
was par-72.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Why Do Marin's Citizens 
Shun City Ballot Boxes? 


THE ANVIL CHORUS 


Marin County has an enviable repu­ 
tation for its voter turnout in state and 
national elections. A general election 
can be counted on to draw more than 
80 per cent of those registered here, 
with the figure nearing 90 per cent in 
presidential years. 
Marin holds no such record, how ­ 
ever, for its turnout tor municipal 
elections. 
T he individual vote counts far more 
m the local election than it does in the 
statew ide or national contest. And the 
preservation of dem ocracy depends 
first of all on local participation. 
Vet in 1904 municipal elections in 
Marin, only 40.5 per cent of the regis­ 
tered voters cast ballots in Larkspur. 
41 per cent in San A nselm o, 49 per 
cent in Belvedere. 50 per cent in N o­ 
vato. 50 per cent in Fairfax, 56 per 
cent in Sausalito, and 01 per cent in 
Mill Valley. 
In Corte Madera and Ross, which 
had no contests, the turnout was, of 
course, still smaller. 


An Old Story 


The I-J has recently had several let­ 
ters about deer in gardens. This is an 
old story in Marin— a kind of running 
argum ent between the pro-deer and 
anti-deer people. It is a question which 
cannot be settled because of the dil- 
ferent values people hold. 
T here are people who feel that no 
garden can grow anything as attractive 
as 
deer 
and 
value 
the 
occasional 
glim pses of these wild creatures which 
are afforded them in return for a few 
roses. They are great enjoyers of N a­ 
ture and modest gardeners, as a g e n ­ 
eral rule. 


San Rafael, handicapped by holding 
its election in an off year and on a 
Monday instead of a Tuesday, drew a 
52.6 per cent turnout in the city last 
April, and only 48.5 per cent in the 
entire San Rafael High School District. 
At that, turnouts at the m ost recent 
municipal elections averaged higher 
throughout the county than they com ­ 
monly have in the past. 
On April 12. all cities except San 
Rafael will again elect council m em ­ 
bers— two in som e cases, three in oth­ 
ers— to help guide their destinies for 
the next four years.

WHAT HAS happened, I sus­ 
pect, is that the G eneral, so 
intent upon getting F rance out 
of NATO and NATO out of 
F rance, failed to see the con­ 
sequences of his actions and 
how the rest of Europe would 
react to them . 
Let m e illustrate w h a t I 
m ean by lack of credibility; 
Three years ago G eneral De 
Gaulle 
blackballed 
B ritain’s 
adm issionto 
t h e 
European 
Common M arket on the ground 
that B ritain was not sufficient­ 
ly European, was t i e d too 
closely to the U.S. 


Last week he reversed him ­ 
self. He suggested that British 
m em bership in the Common 
M arket would be just fine. But 
the f a c t s haven’t changed. 
Britain isn’t m ore European or 
less an ally of the U.S. than 
three years ago. 
Why has G eneral De Gaulle 
shifted his position 180 degrees 
on Britain and the Common 
M arket? Why d o e s he find 
Britain 
adequately European 
today when only three years 
ago he found Britain insuffi­ 
ciently European? 
The answ er m u s t be that 


this is a tactic, an effort to 
placate British opinion which 
is so deeply opposed to his ef­ 
forts to end NATO or get out.

WASHINGTON - A n e w 
sweeping Viet Nam w ar move 
is in the making.

This latest w ar m easure, due 
to be put on the President's

When approved by the P re s­ 
ident. the contem plated control 
system will replace the “ set 
aside” method now in use to 
allot selected m aterials f o r 
m ilitary 
requirem ents. 
T h e 
existing 
allocation 
procedure 
is applied chiefly to copper 
and brass item s used by a 
sm all num ber of m anufactur­ 
ers m aking shells and rockets. 
The quotas are adm inistered 
by the C om m erce D epartm ent 
under the Defense Production 
Act 


This law. enacted during the 
Korean w ar, expires June 30. 


At White House request the 
legislators are delaying hear­ 
ings on a m easure extending 
the act until the President de­ 
term ines what to do about the 
proposed executive order set­ 
ting up new and tougher con 
trols over priorities and allot­ 
ments.

County Administrator Accused 


Of Ignoring Own Stated Rules 


A year ago this same Friday in 
March, I gave you some excerpts 
from a two-page letter that the county 
administrator sent to me on Nov. 14, 
1960. It was on his concepts of “prin­ 
ciples of conduct” for the adminis­ 
trators office . . . “I am a firm be­ 
liever . . . in the complete responsi­ 
bility and authority of the elected 
representatives 
of the 
peo­ 
ple. . . .” 
“ He should expect the mem­ 
bers of the board of super- 
visors to be in a better posi- 
tion than he is to take a broad 
view of the needs of the com­ 
munity as a whole. . . . If all 
his recommendations w e r e 
uniformly and routinely ac­ 
cepted, he should worry either 
that h t was ursurping the func­ 
tions of the board or that the 
board was falling down on the 
job.” 
Here are some excerpts from 
this column on Jan. 
*65 . .. 
“ Marin is a general law coun­ 
ty operating under State law. 
Until the people vote to change 
tlui type of government, this 
provision should not be cir­ 
cumvented. This general law 
provides that there shall be 
five supervisors to conduct the 
business of the county, to­ 
gether with the elected depart­ 
ment heads and other depart­ 
ment 
heads 
who 
may 
be 
appointed by the board of su­ 
pervisors. The p o w e r and 
strength is intended to be in 
the board.” 


THE 
MAJORITY 
of 
this 
board is, in effect, circumvent­ 
ing these provisions. They are 
permitting the Administrator 
to shoulder in on fields that he 
simply has not had the train­ 
ing to even advise. 
As reported dally, we find 
him calling the shots on such

things as election procedures, 
planning matters, bond sub­ 
notions and juggling the re­ 
ports to the board by review 
boards 
and other appointed 
groups as well as keeping 
secret the fact that the Glide 
Foundation was paid for work 
on race relations. The sum of 
$8.500 was approved quietly on 
Dec. 14. . . . And putting his 
judgment against that of the 
California State Treasurer as 
to the condition of the bond 
market (relating to the park 
bonds to be voted on in June). 
He now states that he plans 
to reorganize departments and 
i* quoted as saying, “ I believe 
that is all 1 want to say at 
this time” ; and refusing to 
say what departments might 
be aftected. There are three 
departments 
directly 
under 
him which easily could be 
worked over. They have a 
combined budget of $135,603 
with a constantly expanding 
personnel of 23 or more now. 
There is a continual attempt 
on his part to have closed 
meetings. He was “ rebuffed” 
on this practice last Tuesday. 
(One of the rare times that 
there has been any attempt to 
rein him in on his free wheel­ 
ing ) 
The morale has become so 
bad that the employees have 
been forced to dig up out of 
their salaries money to have 
a representative. How could 
it be much worse?

tion Department be stripped of 
the unit that investigated “ A 
Cat Called Jesus.” 
Sen. Stephen Teale, D-West 
Point, chairm an of the subcom­ 
mittee that studied the depart­ 
ment's budget, said he wanted 
to abolish the three-man unit. 
Although Teale's report was 
not formally presented to the 
finance group, it was under­ 
stood to recommend disapprov­ 
al of the $29.104 budget item 
for the investigators. 
T e a 1 e s proposal followed 
yesterday's vote by the Assem­ 
bly Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee for transfer of the investi­ 
gators to the state Department 
of Justice. The vote overrode 
protests from Dr. Everett T. 
Calvert. Rafferty's chief aide, 
who charged 
the 
lawmakers 
were picking on the Education 
Department. 
Calvert was acting chairman 
of the departm ent’s Credentials 
Committee teacher licenses di­ 
vision last year when the group 
ordered 
the 
investigators 
to 
check Mrs. Geri Turner Davis, 
the San Diego school teacher 
who wrote the one-act cat play. 
Calvert was chairman again 
in January when the creden-1 
tials group conducted a public 
hearing on the Cat case that 
ended with a warning that Mrs.
